The Youth World Cup is over and one 
wonders how long it will be before another 
such major tournament is awarded to Austra- 


All in all, it wasn't the most 
fortunate of experiences for 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation with many things hap- 
pening over which it had no 
control, while it created other 
problems for itself. 

We had the fiasco of the 
Sydney Cricket Ground lights, 
the incredibly small time 
opening ceremony in Mel- 
bourne, the invasion of the 
Yobboes and their brawling at 
England games, the chaotic 
arrangements for the Press 
and in the end even the weath- 
er conspired against the tour- 
nament. 

Then there was the early eli- 
mination of many of the top 
draw-cards, the half-hearted 
attitude of most European 
football associations, the depl- 
orable Jack of discipline by the 
Brazilians in their defeat 
against Qatar and the equally 
deplorable inefficiency of 
security personnel in the face 
of crowd misbehaviour. 

On the credit side, the turn 





out of almost 20,000 people in 
the most miserable conditions 
imaginable to see,a final be- 
tween Germany and Qatar last 
Sunday was nothing short of 
amazing. 

Will the lesson be learned? 

And it is simply this. We do 
have soccer fans in Australia 
and they would put up with an- 
cient facilities and everything 
else that is part and parcel of 
our set up, as long as they are 
served up football which is dif- 
ferent from the drab, ersatz 
concoction which is passing 
for the Australian Soccer Lea- 
gue. 

They want exciting, adven- 
turous, attacking soccer — and 
the participating nations in 
this tournament, with the odd 
exception, provided just that 

Hence the crowds which ex- 
ceeded most expectations, 
without the artificiality of 
gimmicky names and some of 
the other ‘solutions’ touted on 
the domestic scene.

Europe has trium- 
phed, the depth of 
West German soccer 
is more evident than 
ever and the dreams 
of little Qatar have 
crumbled into dust. 


The Qataris came so far but 
did not have what it takees to 
win the big one. 

Their offside trap killed 
them and with the half-time 
score at 2-0 they were unable 
to “¢hangextheir tactics. to get 


back into the game. ? Quite - 


frankly, no alternative ‘tactic 
would have been effective any- 
way 

The world youth crown is a 
triump for Germany’s unassu- 
ming coach Dietrich Weise, 
who has steered his country’s 
youth fortunes since 1978, after 
coaching Bundesliga clubs 
Kaiserslautern, Frankfurt and 
Duesseldorf. 

He picked out many of these 
players when they were 16 and 
has nurtured them through the 
unsuccessful qualifying tour- 
nament of 1980, a triurmphant 
tournament in Moscow early 
this year, and to victory in the 
1981 European Youth 
Championships. 

Weise had to leave three key 
defenders back home, but even 
that handicap, allied with the 
fact that Germany was here 
only as a third-choice substi- 
tute for Holland, could not pre- 
vent he inevitable in the rain 
and slush of the SCG on Sun- 


day. 

“I informed myself about 
Qatar’s play from reports in 
the Press,"’ Weise said matter- 
of-factly. “I told the players to 
beware of losing confidence by 
running too often into Qatar’s 
offside trap. We managed to 
beat the offside tactic and 
maybe it was made a little 
easier for us because the 
Qatari back fours are not very 
fast. 

“‘We believed that the three 
Qatari forwards, Nos. 12 (Ali 
Al Sada), 9 (Bader Belal) and 
16 (Khalid Almuhannadi) 
would be the men who would 
cause uS most trouble, but we 
succeeded in keeping them 
under control. 

“This morning I told the 
players that if they played in- 
telligently, they could win 
clearly and | consider the 4-0 
score to be a fair reflection of 
the play." 

Weise reflected the frater- 
nal feeling in the German 
camp when he was asked why 
he had replaced midfielder 
Ralf Sievers and brilliant left 
winger Axel Brummer during 
play. “‘Their replacements, 
Thomas Brunner and Thomas 
Herbst, have been with this 
squad for a long time and they 
have worked hard for the team 
and for our success. I wanted 
to give them the feeling of 
what it is like to be world 
champions."" 

Weise however, is dis- 
appointed by the general stan- 
dard of play in the world 
championships. 

He includes his own team in 
that criticism. 


“It seemed to me that the 
pressure on he players to win 
at all cost, prevented them 
from showing their true ability 
in most of the matches,” he 
said. 

West Germany's victory in 
the final was its biggest of the 
series. It earlier had lost 1-2 to 
Egypt and beaten Mexico 1-0, 
Spain 4-2, Australia 1-0 and Ru- 
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The Rumanians, Weise said, 
had been Germany's strongest 
opponents, and he also praised 
the Australian team. 

Qatari coach Evaristo did 
not meet the Press after the 
final. Obviously he was dis- 
appointed, but he must never- 
theless be proud of his team 
which exceeded probably even 
the wildest expectations in 
beating Brazil and England on 
the way to the final. 

The driving rain obviously 
did not help Qatar in the final. 
{ doubt that Qatar has rain 
more than. a few times a year. 

The mud covering the crick- 
et pitch and its surrounds 
didn’t help either. Germany 
did the right thing in con- 
centrating its play through the 
wings — especially through 
Brummer on the left. 

Forget the offside trap for a 
minute. In the final analysis, 
Germany won because its 
players are schooled in a 
highly organised coaching sys- 
tem, they are raised on team 
discipline, they are acutely 
aware tactically and capable 
of varying their play according 
to any given permutations, and 
they possess a high level of in- 
telligence — an important in- 
gredient in team success. 

That’s not to say that the 
Qataris necessarily are short 
of any of those qualities. How- 
ever, they do not have the 
grounding or the soccer tradi- 
tions of the Germans, despite 
their expensive and intensive 
preparation. Germany, after 
all, has almost five million 
registered soccer players. 
Qatar’s total population is 
about 220,000. 


Let's look at some of the in- 
dividual performances in the 
world final. 

Axel Brummer on the left 
wing, and Holger Anthes on 
the right were the key to 
Germany’s breakaway attacks 
which broke the offside trap 
and produced all four goals. 

They were fed mainly by the 
Captain and midfield general 
Ralf Loose who scored two 
goals himself, one from the 
penalty spot. 

Central striker Roland Woh- 
Ifarth also was a key man. He 
had the speed and strength to 
do in the middle what Anthes 
and Brummer did out wide. 

Ruediger Vollborn in goal 
was the complete master of 
his penalty area and had great 
strength in the air and I was 
impressed by the cool com- 
posure and fine skill of the 
sweeper, Michael Zorc, who 
always did something special 
when he came forward. 

Qatar, to its credit, never 
gave up even though it trailed 
0-2 at half time. Forwards Al- 
muhannadi, Belal and Al Sada 
kept plugging away and, witha 
littke luck, could have put 
away a few goals to open the 
game up again. Khamis Alsu- 
weidi also had a good game 
when he came on as a replace- 
ment in midfield early in the 
second half. 

But both full backs, Moham- 
mad Alsuweidi and Sameer Al 
Mass were unable to handle 
Anthes and Brummer, and it 
was only due to the absolute 
brilliance of goalkeeper 
Younis Ahmed that Qatar es- 
caped a much bigger hiding. 

Germany shouldn't even 
have been in this tournament. 
It finished only third in one of 
four European qualifying 
groups, and when Holland 
withdrew, Portugal and East 
Germany were invited before 
West Germany. But those two 
declined, and despite Weise’s 
misgivings, the West Germans 
accepted. 

The game started with two 
breakways by Wohlfarth who 
shot wide both times. 

Then Qatar savored a short 
period of impressive attack, 
with the back four moving up 
to within about three metres of 
the half line, organising their 
offside ploy. 

Khalid Alhumannadi threat- 
ened the German goal as he 
went past full back Helmut 





ball along the line, but Vol- 
Iborn reacted well by taking 
the ball out with a slide tackle. 

Vollborn then took the ball 
strongly in the air from a deft 
free kick by Afifa, after Al 
Sada had been chopped down 
at the edge of the penalty area. 

But after that early flurry, 
Germany’s breakaways — 
either with through balls, or 
diagonal passes — became 
more and more prevalent. 

Anthes got away on a ball 
from Wohlfarth, was blocked 
by a defender, the ball rolled 
out ot Loose but he belted it 
past the post. 

Goalkeeper Ahmed was 
forced to play as a sweeper to 
packs the big gap between him 
and his defenders. He raced 
out to block Wohlfarth at the 
edge of the penalty area, de- 
flected a cross from Anthes 
one-handed, saved brilliantly 
from the return shot by 
Sievers and thrilled the crowd 
with another great save of a 
header by Loose. 

But a goal was inevitable 
now. 

It came in the 29th. minute. 

Mohammad Alsuweidi had 
fouled Brummer, Trieb took 
the free kick out wide, and 
Loose headed in off the under- 
side of the eeenees The 
Germans Jed 1 

Germany was s looking the 
better team. It had soaked up 
Qatar's early pressure, the 
team was well organised and it 
had Qatar’s offside trap 
worked out well. Zorc was 
catching the eye in defence, 
and Wohlfarth was dynamite 
up front. 

To me a score of about 21 
looked likely at this stage. 

Goalkeeper Ahmed took a 
heavy knock in getting down to 
stop Wohlfarth and one can 
only guess how that affected 
him for the rest of the match. 

With three minutes to play 
before half time, Qatar had the 
perfect opportunity to level 
the scores. Belal beat Schmid- 
kunz and squared the ball! into 
the middle for Al Sada who, 
however, miskicked badly and 
sent it well wide of the post. 

Having wasted that chance, 
Qatar dropped further behind 
only a minute later. Zorc sent 
a low, long clearance to Loose 
in the middle, Loose knocked it 
short for Wohlfarth and Woh- 
lfarth ran through alone before 
belting the ball low past 
Ahmed inside the far post. 

The Qataris claimed the 
move was offside. They rushed 
over to linesman Valentine 
and remonstrated with him, 
but their appeal was in vain. 
Germany led 2-0 at half time. 

The conditions seemed to 
suit Germany much better 
than Qatar. Wingers Anthes

and Brummer were in {ull 
flight, using the space behind 
the Qatari full backs very well. 


Wohlfarth had the ball in the 
net for Germany within four 
minutes of the second hand, 
after a free kick by Trieb, but 
the goal was disallowed over a 
handball offence. 


Then the Germans bomb- 
arded the goal in one of the 
fiercest attacks of the game.

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The world youth championships have 
proved that what the local fans want to see is 
home-grown players doing well in top-level 


competition. 


The 30,000 crowd at Austra- 
lia’s 1-1 draw with England 
suggested there is no limit to 
the amount of backing we 
could win for local soccer with 
local players. . 


There’s a message here for 
the clubs: The talent is right 
here, at your doorstep. All you 
have to do is open your eyes 
and give them a go. 

How many of the national

league clubs have an expert 
scouting set-up to search out 
and assess young talent? Very 
few. 

That is not to say however, 
that the importation of class 
players should be stopped, as 
ASF president Sir Arthur 
George advocates. 

England, the mother coun- 
try of soccer, found it neces- 
sary to reopen its doors to 
imports and in fact it was two 
imports, Villa and Ardiles, 
who won last year’s FA Cup 
for Spurs 

West Germany never has 
closed its doors. Neither have 
Holland, Belgium, Spain and 
many others. 

Let’s be realistic. We never 
should refuse an import if he’s 
good. It’s only the poor 
imports who have ruined 
soccer in this country.

The difference between the 
best European teams and the 
South American sides in the 
youth championships was one 
of discipline. 

Although the Latins played 
some entertaining soccer, they 
also were irresponsible in 
giving goals away too easily. 

For example, Brazil con- 
ceded a goal to Rumania for no 
reason at all. Argentina went 
out against Australia with a 
notable lack of discipline and 
after leading 1-0, it conceded 
two very late goals with irres- 
ponsible play. 

Much has been written 
about the talents of Cameroon. 
Sure, the Africans included 
many talented individuals, but 
they played mainly by ear, 
rather than according to a set 
plan. 

I grant you that they were 
entertaining, but on the other 
hand, against Argentina, they 
committed some murderous 


fouls which easily could have 
resulted in penalties, 


Qatar was of course the sur- 
prise packet of the 
championships — an example 
of what intensive preparation 
can achieve. 


As for the outstanding 
players of the tournament, | 
will analyse them more close- 
ly next week. 


However, let’s say now that 
Ebongue of Cameroon was im- 
pressive, and that Mendoza of 
Argentina was an exceptional 
player although even he 
showed irresponsibility when, 
only a metre in front of Eng- 
lish ’keeper Kendall, he tried 
to do too much and failed to 
score. 


Mark Koussas of Australia 
was extremely impressive. 
He’s a born striker, a born 
goal poacher. He simply has 
that gift of God. 


To me he was as good as any 
player in the tournament, des- 
pite his unfortunate mistake of 
failing to score from a penalty 
in the 0-1 loss to Germany. 


Kendall and Lovas of Ru- 
mania appeared to be the best 
goalkeepers, Wallace impres- 
sed me in England’s attack, 
and Julio Cesar of Brazil also 
was an exceptional player. 


Having earlier criticised the 
slack aspects of Latin play, 
let’s look at some of the Eu- 
ropeans. 

England started the tourna- 
ment inconspicuously against 
Cameroon and was criticised 
heavily for its lack of flair. 


However England improved 
with every game, until it flop- 
ped against Qatar. 


During that period of im-

provement, England made 
very few errors, played with 
iron discipline and had a well- 
constucted match plan. 


its fighting spirit was evi- 
dent in beating Egypt 42 after 
being two goals down, The only 
flaw in its game was that Ban- 
field had himself sent off for 
retaliating. 


West Germany also showed 
tremendous discipline, com- 
mitment and character — 
playing like underdogs who 
had to produce every ounce of 
concentration and energy to 
achieve the best results for 
their coach and federation. 


This was most evident in the 
1-0 semi-final victory against 
Rumania, when they defended 
brilliantly against Rumania’s 
onslaughts and found new re- 
serves of strength in extra 
time to win 1-0. 


Qatar and Australia proved 
to the world what can be done 
by the smaller nations through 
good planning and by keeping a 
squad together over a long 
period of time, while leading 
nations like Germany, Italy 
and England did not come with 
their strongest teams. 


Australia was together for 
two years and it paid off hand- 
somely. 


In the short time that Les 
Scheinflug and Raul Blanco 
haye been in charge of the 
team, they have done a fantas- 
tic job and I believe the ASF 
immediately should offer 
them a contract for the next 
four years. 


But we must not get carried 
away by the Australians’ 
performances. We must not 
start comparing ourselves 


with the best in the world, for 
we have a long way to go. 

Without taking anything 
away from our boys, it must be 
said that our opponents were 
not at full strength. I wish they 
had been, We then would have 
seen better football, and the 
Australians would have had an 
even bigger challenge.

Full time the key fo future success 


What now for Australian Soccer? 


This is the big question 
which must be answered fol- 
lowing Australia’s magnifi- 
cent performances in the 
world youth cup 

Australia’s best young 
soccer players proved that 
they are on a par with the best 
of the world’s teenage stars — 
so why can't we get the same 
results at the senior level? 

The major reason we cannot 
compete at the senior level is 
because we play part time. 

This restricts the level of 
skill, strength and fitness our 
players are able to develop 
compared with the full-time 
professionals overseas. 

However, there is another 
major reason why our players 
fail to “kick on’’ after reach- 
ing their teens 

This is our isolation from 
the mainstream of world 
soccer and a consequent below 
par domestic competitions. 

Performers gravitate to the 
level of competitions they are 
involved in week by week. 

Australian youth inter- 


nationals such as David Mit- 
chell, Mark Koussas, Oscar 
Crino, Paul Kay, Steve Blair, 
Peter Raskopoulos and Jim 
Patikas. all are capable of at- 
taining considerable heights in 
soccer 

If they go overseas and pit 
their soccer talents full time in 
the leagues in Italy, Germany 
or England they will be com- 
pletely extended and grow in 
skill and personal stature. 

If they remain here they will 
compete in a national league 
which currently still is only of 
fourth or third division stan- 
dard in England. 

Their soccer interests also 
will have to be shared with 
their career interests while 
they remain as part time pro- 
fessional soccer players. 

Many of our young inter- 
nationals have announced 
their intention“of going over- 
seas to try and break into the 
big time, just as our pop sing- 
ing stars film stars and other 
entertainers have been doing 
for the last two decades 
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FoR THE MANAGER COACH 
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Applicants must have ability to organize and 
direct all senior playing, and coaching activities. 
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Individuals such as Rolf 
Harris and groups such as 
“The Little River Band" have 
proven that Australians can 
make it in the big time enter- 
tainment world overseas. 

Our soccer players will, in 
time, do likewise. 

However, we need hot 
bemoan the exit overseas of 
our best young talent. 

' The current boom in the 
Australian film industry is 
based on a soundly structured 
organisation using gifted 
directors and excellent Socal 
talent which now can match 
the best in the world, even 
while some of its local stars 
are resident overseas. 

It generally is conceded that 
some of the best films being 
made today are coming out of 
Australia. 

The film industry can point 
the way for our soccer devel- 
opment. 

Our national soccer league 
needs to be truly national, not 
a series of watered down State 
super leagues 

Its players need better 
coaching, both from imported 
coaches and from our local 
coaches who should be helped 
in every possible way to keep 
abreast of world coaching 
trends. 

Some way — either through 
summer soccer or from spon- 
sorships and other means — 
our top club players need to be 
able to apply themselves full 
time to soccer. 

Our top clubs need com- 
petition from the best club 
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sides in South East Asia by 
playing in Asian cup com- 
petitions as do the European 
clubs in Europe, 

We must go forward not 
backward to the suburban 
soccer with its limited subur- 
ban horizons which has typi- 
fied soccer development in 
Australia to date. 

The gutsy and skilful per- 
formance of the young Aus- 
tralians in the World Youth 
Cup is just the impetus we 
need to set new targets and 
new standards for Australian 
soccer.

I have no desire to become 
director of soccer coaching for 
NSW. 

I make this statement in 
reply to an article in a monthly 
so magazine which 
claimed I was lobbying to take 
Joe Viasits place as NSW 
director. 

The magazine said that an 
article I wrote in the August 12 
edition of ‘‘Soccer Action’’ 
made me the front runner 
among those lobbying to take 
over from Yiasits. 

In the “Soccer Action’ ar- 
ticle I said a ‘‘sick’’ NSW 
coaching administration badly 
needed a full time director of 
coaching. 

To reiterate — I have no 
desire for that position 

My insurance brokerage, 
writing and coaching give me 
all the financial security and 
self expression that I need 

My coaching ambitions are 
those of a team coach — ex- 
clusively. 

I do want to reply to some of 
the statements made in the 
soccer magazine, a publication 
recently introduced and pub- 
lished in Sydney. 

To begin, I am not a “‘disci- 
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ple’’ of national coaching 
director, Eric Worthington. 
Neither was I ‘‘captivated by 
Worthington and converted to 
his philosophy.” 

I believe Eric Worthington 
has done some good work since 
arriving here and also has

needed to be done. 

I have told him. this person- 
ally. 

The article aise was in error 
when it said that I was an un- 
qualified coach before Worth- 
ington arrived. 

In fact I had an English FA 
coaching qualification. 

It also was stated that I was 
unsuccessful coaching at 
junior level, but not at senior 
level, 

I hardly have coached at 
junior level. 

The article then con- 
tradicted itself by saying that I 
had ‘“‘achieved all his (my) 
success as a senior team coach 
before he took a hgh tte 
course. His club coaching 
record since qualifying as a 
staff coach under the Austral- 
ian scheme is less than im- 
pressive.’ 

Here is my coaching record 
before and after Eric Worth- 
ington came to Australia: 

Before: Sutherland 3rd, 2nd, 
Ist, St George 3rd, Sth. 

After: West Adelaide, 5th; 
Wollongong United 3rd (won 
grand final); Wollongong 
United 4th 

Also coached APIA as care- 
taker coach for four months 
taking team from 8th to 6th. 

The article generally mis- 
interpreted my motives in 
writing about the ‘‘sickness” 
existing in the NSW coaching 
set up. It also was very biased 
in its attitude to Eric Worth- 
ington, though I suppose it has 
the right to its opinions. 

I wish the new publication 
and its editor, Eddie Katnic 
well with its contribution to 
Australian soccer.

The news that Rudi Gut- 
endorf has accepted the

Lack of money prompted 
not only the withdrawal o1 
the national team from the 
1982 African Nations’ Cup, 
but also its club representa- 
tives in the African 
Champions’ and Cup Win- 
ners’ cups 

The ‘'Taifa Stars’’, as they 
are popularly known, have 
not played competitively 
since December 20 of last 
year when Nigeria inflicted 
a 2-0 home defeat, thus 
ending Tanzania's in- 
volvement in the Worid Cup. 

Naturally this inactivity is 
a constant source of frustra- 
tion to coaches, four of 
whom have resigned within 
the last three years. 


Tanzania however 
certainly has potential, as it 
demonstrated when holding 
Nigeria to a 1-1 draw in 
Lagos during the first leg of 
their World Cup tie. — 

Nigeria is favourites to 
represent Africa in Spain 
and recently drew with 
Norway in Osio, where Eng- 
land was considerably less 
successfu) last month. 

Prior to its elimination by 
Nigeria, Tanzania thrashed 
Kenya 6-3 in the first round. 

Kenya is one of the teams 
Tanzania will encounter in 
the forthcoming East and 
Central Africa Senior Chal- 
| lenge Cup. Beaten 1-0 by 
Sudan in last year’s final, the 
Taifa stars will be among 
the favourites for this tour- 
nament, featuring many of 
the dark continent's lesser 
lights

team matters. 

This would hardly seem to 
be the ideal environment for 
the volatile Gutendorf and 
downtown Dar Es Salaam

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“We need one more midfielder and 
ar top class striker and we'll get 
there,”’ 


Hellas lost this year’s title in the 
last four league games. The ever con- 
sistent Sydney city finished as the 
champion team in 1981 and looms as 
Hellas’ biggest threat next year. 


Stevenson was signed by Hellas 
from Sydney City for about $18,000 
earlier this year after five seasons 
with the classy Sydney outfit. 


“Depth is the secret of Sydney 
City’s success. It's a wealthy club and 
if you don’t perform it just goes out 
and buys someone else, it’s as simple 
as that. So there’s tremendous pres- 
sure on every player to do well. 


“When I was at Sydney City I hada 
great understanding with Joe Watson. 
I'd normally give him the ball and he’d 
take on his man. If he was in trouble 
he'd knock it back to me and we'd 
Start all over again. 


The style of play at Hellas is a lot 
different. The play is slower. There’s 
more emphasis on building things up. 
We knock the ball around a lot. We're 
probably not as direct as Sydney city 
but technically we're a better side." 


Stevenson’s competitive career 
Started as a 14 year old with Drumcha- 
pel in amateurs in Glasgow. There he 
played alongside Nottingham Forest’s 
Scottish international winger John 
Robertson and St Mirren's Ian Mon- 
roe. 


Stevenson joined English First Divi- 


sion club Coventry -City a year later, 
embarking on the best four years of 
his soccer life. 


Brother-in-law Gerry Baker was a 
regular at Coventry then. Baker was 
American born and represented the 
US in the World Cup 


Stevenson joined in pre-season 


training at Coventry and the club was 
impressed enough to sign him as an

The first team wasn't playing well and 
Cantwell was the victim of pressure 
form the crowds and the club direct- 
ors, Seward resigned in support of 
Cantwell. 


Stevenson was one of the players put 
on the transfer list after discussions 
with Milne. 


‘Those four years at Coventry were 
marvellous. There's just no com- 
parison between Scottish and English 
Club football. Football in England is 10 
times better. Everything's more pro- 
fessional about the English game — 
the facilities, the attitudes towards 
the game and the coaching. 


“I was staying in a youth hostel 
when I was an apprentice at Coventry. 
There were another seven or eight ap-, 
prentices there as well. You’d get up 
early and have breakfast at about 9 
am. Then you'd change and head off to 
the training ground. You'd put in about 
two and a half hours in the morning. 
You concentrated upon physical work 
early and towards the end of the week 
you put in an hour in the afternoon 
working on set piece moves. 


“T was as fit then as I’ve ever 
been.”* ~

Seith 
was sacked and Haggart took over. 
Haggart called me into his office and 
said that he wanted to bring 18 and 19 
year olds into the first team. He made 
it plain that I was on the way out, 

“T was transfer listed in October, 
1975 and I spent two months with St. 
Johnstone on loan. 

“Then Dave Maclaren who was boss 
of Sydney City at the time got in touch 
with me afd asked me if ] wanted to 
come over. 

“J neyer even knew that they played 
soccer here. And I didn’t know that 
Victoria existed. 

“I got good reports about Sydney 
City. I was told that the club was one 
of the best in NSW. 

“There were a lot of adjustments to 
make here though. I was only about a 


“year married when I came and my 


wife found it hard to settle at first. ] 
had never worked before and part- 
time football is completely different 
ot what I had been used to. 

“The days seem twice as long when 
you have to work then go to training in 
the evening. 

‘Part-time football’s a lot less dis- 
ciplined than the full time game. You 
have to motivate yourself a lot more. 

“When I first arrived I was fitter 
and sharper than most of the other 
lads at Sydney City but after a year I 
was down to the standard of fitness 
prevalent here. 

“It was quite funny coming over in 
the plane, not knowing that Graham 
Honeyman and Bertie Lutton were in 
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Loni 
vhen Dave Maclaren and Joe Watson 
came to pick us up. 

“The match atmosphere here is so 
different. Back home you'd get 10,000 
to 15,000 watching you playing in the 
reserves in the English League, but 
you run out onto the park for Sydney 
City with about 1500 watching you. 

“Sydney City was in the NSW State 
League when I arrived and George 
Keith was the coach. He was a man of 
few words. He didn’t like being told 
what to do and I suppose he was a 
victim of circumstances when he went 
and Gerry Chaldi took over.

Stevenson comes from a footballing 
family. Brother James played for 
Scotland at under-23 level and Edin- 
burgh club Hibernian. 

Stevenson's partnership in midfield 
with fellow Scott Jim Shirra played a 
major role in Hellas’s title challenge 
this year. Perhaps Stevenson and 
Hellas can go one better in 1982. 

But winning championships and 
cups isn’t new to Stevenson. 

While with Sydney City he played in 
two PSL championship sides, won the 
Rothmans Cup in the NSW state Lea- 
gue, triumphed in the PSL top four 
competition with a 4-1 win over Mar- 
coni and established himself as one of 
the most experienced, professional 
midfielders in Australian soccer.

For the first time since the inception of the State League Cup in 1969 the 
competition will be run on a cut-throat, knock-out basis. Sunday's double 
header between Ajax and Doveton at 1.30 pm and Croatia and Croydon in the 
second match, will provide the winners with immediate entry into the cup

Ajax is on the crest of an

SOCCER AROUND THE WORLD 


BILL SHANKLY: 
DEATH OF 


A LEGEND 


During a season in which the dearth of gen- 
uine personalities in British soccer never has 
been more lamented. the death of Bill Shank- 


ly is particularly poignant. 


Shankly was one of the 
game’s greatest characters, 
the source of many of foot- 
ball’s most humorous com- 
ments, but this did not mask 
his immense ability, first as a 
player and then as one of the 
outstanding managers in 
modern times. 

Born in the Scottish mining 
village of Glennbuck, he was 
one of four brothers who 
played soccer professionally. 

Joining Carlisle United as a 
17-year-old, Shankly spent just 
a solitary season with the 
lowly Cumberland club before 
moving to First Division Pre- 
ston North End. 

The fit, determined and 
robust half back quickly made 
a name for himself, gaining 
the first of five Scottish inter- 
national caps in 1938, the same 
year in which he appeared for 
the Preston side that claimed 
the FA Cup. 

Unfortunately the war rest- 
ricted opportunities to gain 
further honors. 

After making 312 league ap- 
pearances, Shankly hung up 
his boots and moved into man- 


agement. 
Stints at Workington, 
Carliste United, Grimsby 


Town and Huddersfield Town 
brought little success apart 
from the discovery of the tee- 
nage Denis Law, 

Shankly's managerial magic 
did not become evident until 
og his move to Liverpool in 
1959. 

Languishing in the Second 
Division, Liverpool had the 
worst team in its proud his- 
tory. The new manager pruned 
mercilessly, bought courage- 
ously and restored pride and

ambition to Anfield, Within 


five years of his arrival, Liver- 
pool was First Division 
champion. 


At Anfield, Shankly found 
himself among people who 
loved the game as he did. 

Never has any manager en- 
joyed the rapport that the Scot 
had with the fanatical Liver- 
pool supporters. The ‘‘Kopi- 
tes’’ idolised the Scot, while he 
always was at pains to stress 
the importance of the often 
neglected man on the terraces, 
without whom professional 
soccer would not be possible. 

The team that Shankly built 
included Tommy Lawrence, 
Ron Yeats, Jan Callaghan, 
Roger Hunt, Ian St. John, 
Tommy Smith, Peter Thomp- 
son and Chris Lawler to name 
but eight prominent inter- 
nationals. 

A warm-hearted, generous 
man, blessed with a devas- 
tating dry wit, the Scot in- 
spired many a column inch 
with his remarks. 

His drive and enthusiasm 
were obvious. When the occa- 
sion demanded, Shankly 
showed he could also be ruth- 
less. 

Slowly his old team moved 
over the hill. A 1 - 0 defeat at 
Watford in the 1970 FA Cup 
marked the end of a great 
combination. 

Buying inexpensively from 
the lower divisions, Shankly 
reshaped Liverpoo) 

Ray Clemence and Kevin 
Keegan joined from Scunthor- 
pe, Bury supplied Alec Lind- 
say, Bristol Rovers Larry 
Lloyd and John Toshack was 
signed from Cardiff City, 
while Steve Heighway and 
Brian Hall gained promotion 
through the reserves, _ 

Just three years after the 
Watford trauma, the new Liv- 
erpool was champion again. 

The Scot now had the dis- 
tinction of having built two 
great sides from scratch. 

Shankly retired in 1974 after 
leading Liverpool to three 
league championships, two FA 
Cup wins and one UEFA Cup 
success, In 1972 - 73 he was 
proclaimed manager of the 
year. 

Retirement proved to be the 
biggest mistake the 
Caledonian made. Unable tc 
slip gracefully into the role of 
a soccer elder statesman, as 
Sir Matt Busby had done a few 
years earlier, the restless 
Shankly found himself on the 
fringe of a world in which he 
had been such an active part 
for so long. 

There were few sadder 
figures in the game than 
Shankly during the latter 

ears. 

Bob Paisley, who inherited 
the Liverpool managership, 
regarded his former boss as an 
unwanted influence on his 
team and barred him from the 
Anfield corridors of power. 

Other clubs attempted to 
lure Shankly out of retirement, 
however he realised he would 
not be able to put his heart into 
another job when his soul be- 
longed to Liverpool. 

History will record Shank- 
ly’s name alongside Herbert 
Chapman and Busby as the 
greatest managers produced 
by British football, but it is 
probably the personality, 
rather than the career, which 
will be most readily recalled 
in future years. 

It was he who originally 
stated: ‘Football is not a 
matter of life or death — it is 


far more important than 
that!”

Among the for- 
eigners only Austraia’s Bruno 
Pezzey (Eintracht Frankfurt) 
is “‘world class’, but the next 
best line up of 15 ‘legionaires’ 
does not include Woodcock! 


Despite some disappointing 
results by the clubs at inter- 
National level — no West 
German finalist in any of the 
three European cup com- 
petitions — the Bundesliga 
looks back on a successful last 
season. Whilst in most other 
countries there was a slump in 
attendances (England's First 
Division lost one million 
fans!), West Germany's First 
Bundesliga reported an in- 
crease — 111,442 customers 
more than a year ago!
